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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on page 17-18 in essence 
"...the Office Action fails to show that Vassiliadis discloses, teaches, or suggests instruction execution pipelines being 'L lanes wide,' 
where each lane is capable of receiving one 'syllable' of an 'instruction bundle.'" This has not been found persuasive. The claim does not 
limit the number of lanes to any quantity or type of number, so each pipeline couid have one lane. A simple pipeline, like that of 
Vassiliadis, has one lane that accepts a syllable, or single instruction, from an instruction bundle. It is also feasible for there to be zero 
clusters, zero, processing stages, and zero lanes, since there Is nothing to identify the quantity or type of number C. N, and L represent. 
While, the claims are read in light of the specification, limitations, such as the quantity and/or type of number C,N, and L represent, 
cannot be read into the claims from the specification.. 
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
